THE WEATHER

The composition and movements of 
the earth constantly influence our 
lives. Nature has provided many 
lorces and materials which determine 
how we live and what we do. No 
forces in nature affect us more tha.i 
tue weather and the climate of the 
| region in which we live. These great 
forces have determined man's dwel- 
j ling place as well as his activiti 3 
I and mode of living. 

The sun is the source of heat whirl, 
causes changes in temperature. Sev- 
■ eral factors determine the tempera- 
tuie of the surface of the earth and 
' the air. The radiant energy of the 
sun passes through certain materials 
like air or glass; it may be reflected 
ir part, by water, light-colored o'.- 
jects, or shiny surfaces; or it may be 
almost entirely absorb' d by dark- 
colored materials. A second reas* n 
why the surface of the earth is un- 
eqqually heated, even when leceiving 
the same amount of heat energy from 
the sun, is that every kind of mater¬ 
ial has a different heat capacity. T’: • 
air and the earth also vary in ter.- 
peratute at different time and in dif¬ 
ferent s.asons. The condition of tnc 
sky, whether clear or cloudy, affects 
the length of sunshine. The heat re¬ 
ceived by the earth varies with the 
angle of the sun’s rays, which de¬ 
pends upon the latitude and which 
changes from hour to hour durii... 
the day. and from season to season. 
The fifth couse it altitude. Air serves 
as a blanket. If it were not for t!:° 
air it would be so hot during the day 
and so cold during the night, that m 
living tiling could exist. 


These five causes mentioned, not 
only determine the temperature r 
the surface of the earth, but they a'.- 
so produce changes in the tempera¬ 
ture of the air. This is true because 
the air is in contact with the earth 
and receives most of its heat fiom 
the earth. 

Water is always evaporating from 
the surface of the earth and from 
vegetation. Water evaporates more 
rapidly wh.n the temperature is hign 
t..an when it is low. Heat causes 
water to change to water vapor, and 
waim air can hold more water vapvr 
than cold air can. The water vapoi 
in the air is spoken of as humidity. 

Air that is warmed near the sur- 


J face of the earth expands and be¬ 
comes light; r, and is forced upward 
by the cold, heavier air around it. 
Differences in prcssuie in .•differert 
places cause the air to move. Th 
movement of the air is called wind. 
Changes in temperature cause wind-. 
Cold air is heavier than warm air. 
As the air rises it is cooled, and 


the water vapor condenses into little 
drops, forming clouds. Also, 'if the 
winds bring humid air to a cooler 
region, clouds are formed. If little 
condensation takes place, the clouds 
are light-colored, but if there is a 
great amount of condensation th. 
clouds are dark. 

Raindrops form about the dust par¬ 
ticles in the air. A good-sized rain 
drop contains as much water a3 
t*.000.000 cloud droplets. Contrary 1o 
popular ideas, rain forms where it 
falls. When the cloud droplets become 


too heavy to float they fall as rain. 
Raindrops may fall through layers of 
air wuich are below the freezing 
point. The drops may then be frozen 
and fall to the ground as sleet, oi 
they may be carried upward and 
downward several times by currents 
of air, adding layers of ice and snow, 
until they become large hailstones 
and fall to the earth. When conden¬ 
sation occurs below the freezing point 
snow is formed. Dew and frost do not 
fall they are formed wuen objects 
on the surface of the earth cool fast¬ 
er than the air. If the temperature 
of the objects is above the freezing 
point daw is formed; if the temepra- 
ture is below the freezing point frost 
is formed. A fog is nothing more than 
a cloud formed at the earth’s sur¬ 
face. 

The amount of rainfall depends up¬ 
on the temperature and the humidity. 
It also varies with the changes ot 
the winds. The nature of the surface 
of the earth also influences rainfall. 
Because the surface of the earth is 
composed of different materials, ar.d 
because of the differences in altitude, 
the earth is unequally heated by the 
sun. As the air moves over these 
regions its temperature changes. The 
humidity of the air changes because 
of the amount of evaporation whi h 
may take place over different regions.

Dr. Wilhelm gave a very interest¬ 
ing, as well as helpful, talk to the 
student body after this entertain¬ 
ment. His subject was “The Health 
Situation in Tennessee." He said that 
Tennessee must assume more of the 
governmental side of the health que j 
tion. In our state, tuberculosis takes 
170 lives out of every 100,000. Ths 
health bill of this state is twenty-five 
dollars per person, while only a few 
cents of this is being spent for pre¬ 
vention. There are 3,000 practicing 
physicians, 106 hospitals, 12,000 peo¬ 
ple bed capacity, and 9,000 patients 
daily, but 1,500 of the doctors are 
over 50 years old. There are 12 cour.-- 
ties which have no dentists. Although 
Tennessee is not as efficient in dis¬ 
ease prevention as it should be, it 
ranks sixth in public health work in 
the United States.

BEEF STEERS 

PURCHASED 


Along with the new additions to 
the University of Tennessee College 
proper, come 57 beef-steers. These 
steers were recently purchased i.i 
four separate lots; their purchase be¬ 
ing made in East Tennessee. They 
were bought for six and one-half 
cents per pound, and upon their ar¬ 
rival in Martin they averaged 870 
pounds. 

The 30 best steers of this number 
w: re placed in a lot separate from 
the other 27. The 30 best steers are 
of very good quality, while the other 
27 are of better quality than those 
finished on the college farm in pre¬ 
vious years. 

This herd of steers will be fed for 
120 days, at which time they will be 
marketed as finished-beef. It is es 
t'mated that these steers will gain 
about 200 pounds each, and judging 
from the present market prices, they 
should bring eleven and one-half 
cents per pound at their time of sale. 

During these 120 days the steers 
will be fed silage, corn stover, cot¬ 
tonseed meal, and molasses. It will 
tr.ke approximately 18 tons of cot- 
tense d meal. 100 tons of silage, and 
25 tons of corr stover to finish this 
number of steers.
